The  spirit  of  independence  in  the 
country  ii  growing  and  no  amelior- 
ative mea.siires  the  I'nited  States 
seeks  to  make  effective  seem  to  arrest 
its  eoifie!

and  there  will  always  be  too  much  of 
them  for  the  party  that  is  aot  in 
power.

company  for  its  waici  supply.  That 
supply,  we  are  informed,  was  then 
\  rrv  tineertain  as  to  quantity,  but  most 
delightful  as  to  nuality.  The  mains 
which  conveyed  the  wa'ter  serves  the 

inirt  w  rrr  liable  at  anv  time  to  be 
bumped  and  punctured  by  ships  pass- 
ing into  the  harbor.  As  a  matter  of 
fart,  they  were  frequently  broWrn  and 
the  process  of  ,repairing  them  was 
very  slow  indeed.    The  people  were 

frequently  without  water  in  their 
domestic  pipes  for  a  month  or  so  at 
a  time.  But  they  did  not  complain. 
They  aciepted  the  situation  philosn 
phically.  They  placed  buckcu  and 
tube  oirtside  their  doors  every  night 
and  eoHeeted  a  Mippfy  aoWWant-lo» 

the  succeeding  day.

Of  course  Government  control  did 
not  prevail  then,  and  that  may  have 
helped  somewhat.  Doubtless  the  con- 
ditions are  changed'now  that  the  city 
has  grown  mightily,  and  hopes  to  be- 
come the  most  populous  place  on  the 
Pacific  Coast,  if  not  in  the  world. 
The  people  may  have  become  too 
pnlfed  up  to  attempt  to  collect ^rain 
water  to  meet  their  daily  needs.  On 
no  other  hypothesis  can  we  accept 
the  statement  that  there  is  ever  likely 
to  be  a  shortage  of  water  in  Vmcou- 
ver.

The 
cost  is  less  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  of  revenue  collected.  The 
theory  of  relativity  thus  applied  i« 
therefore  very  interesting  indeed.  It 
is  so  interesting  that  if  anyone  stops 
to  ponder  over  the  matter  for  a  mo- 
ment he  will  realize  that  if  the  C.ov- 
ernment  were  to  still  further  tighten 
the  screws  and  squeeze  more  money 
out  of  the  poe'i<tfts  of  the  people  the 
relative  cost  of  civil  service  adminis- 
tration would  be  much  lighter.
